What is thought to be the poison 
ring of the flfteeneh century Bor- 
glas has been transmitted to a cur­ 
io collector here. The collector 
recently bought a ring in Turin, 
Italy, made in the form of a ser­ 
pent and guaranteed to be of the 
Borgia period. The buyer wore the 
ring and returning

that his ring finger and forearm 
had swelled up. 
A doctor was 
called and declared the poisoning 
was due to the ring. 
Investigation found that there 
was a small hole under the ser­ 
pent’s head, and from

Immense Aar Fleet is Pin 
of U. S. Air Expert« 


San Antonio, Oct. .—Two thousand 
airplanes in active service. 
This It 
the plan of aviation experts of the 
army and navy for affording the na­ 
tion’s first line of defense, according 
to a detailed report of the plan be­ 
ing worked out at the headquarters 
of the Eighth Corps area of the army. 
The plan will be submitted to Con­ 
gress, it was said. 
The recent flight of Lieutenant Doo- 
fittle across the continent in slightly 
more than twenty-one hours points 
to the way for rapid mobilization of 
the immense fleet of planes at any 
place they might be needed. 
It is planned to maintain two coant 
iefense squadrons of 500 planea each 
and a centrally located field for in­ 
terior defense, with 1,000 planea. Two 
thousand flve hundred 
officers and 
4,000 enlisted men would be required 
to maintain the fields. 
This would 
double the present personnel.

Deliberate Plot 
to Wreck Trains 
Near Ft. Worth 


Fort Worth, Oct. 2.—A 
plot 
to 
wreck two fast passenger trains is 
seen by railroad officials in the un- 
spiklng of rails Sunday morning on 
both the Rock Island and the Houston 
and Texas Central railroads. In each 
case u freight train was wrecked, and 
three Rock Island 
trainmen 
were 
slightly injured. 


The Rock Island wreck occurred at 
;>:15 o’clock 
Sunday 
morning, 
11 
miles north of Fort W orth, and the 
Houston and Texas Central wreck oc­ 
curred a t 5:30 o'clock, 10 miles south 
of the city. 
In the case of the Rock Island the 
locomotives and 12 cars left the track.

Mr. Peppert, entomologist of the ex­ 
tension Service of A. and M. College, 
advises that the conditions this fall 
are ideal for the destruction of the 
boll weevils th at will otherwise go in­ 
to w inter quarters, and from which 
great numbers will develop next spring 
to attack the 1923 cotton crop. If their 
food and breeding place is removed 
well before frost this fall, most of this 
year's crop of weevil will starve be* 
fore they go into w inter quarters. The 
cotton in many sections has already 
been picked, and in most other sections 
pickfng will soon be completed. 
It is 
advised then, th at the cotton growth 
be destroyed, by October 1st, if possi­ 
ble, by plowing out with a plow set 
shallow, or by some other equally ef­ 
fective means. 
Do not burn the crop 
refuse. 
It is enough to kill the plant 
completely. Clipping or running stalk 
cutter over the rows will not accomp­ 
lish the purpose, as new growth will 
immediately spring from the roots that 
will make ideal late food for the weev­ 
il and thus keep them alive till they 
can get into winter quarters. Kill tin* 
plant early and keep it killed. 
The 
best results will follow where cooper­ 
ation is practiced, and where “every­ 
body is doing it.”

Effort to Save 
100JI00 Christians 
From Massacre 


London, Sept. 26.—Faced with the 
threat of an organised slaughter of
